English Mail. 

Dangerous Inventions. — Many years 
ago a man in a subordinate depart- 
ment of tho Bank of England discov- 
ered a device moro useful than hair- 
splitting, though of tho like nature; he 
found out a way of splitting bank 
notes, so that each note became two, 
and to all appearances were the same 
as when they were ono, including, of 
course, tho water mark and all the rest 
of it. He was an honest man, and in- 
formed tho Government of tho result 
of his ingenuity; whereupon, on his 
solemn promise of nover revealing Lis 
secret, they made him governor of the 
bank. Another man, but who, unhap- 
pily, is a rogue, has lately mado his 
appearance iu London, he has invented 
a certain acid which causes tho writings 
to disappear from the check, and thou 
fills up tho blank spaco according to 
his aspirations. His modus operandi 
is tho following: He procures a real 
check, drawn by a good name, for 
seventeen or ninetoeu pounds; the 
word "pounds" is obliterated so com- 
pletely that no trace of tho original 
writing can be discernod, oven under 
tho microseoper and the words "hun- 
dred pounds" inserted in its placejtwo 
ciphers are added to tho figures and 
tho thing is done, since all tho other 
parts of th8 document, including the 
signature, are quite correct. This in- 
genious plan is creating consternation 
iu London, and tho man who invented 
it could got a good round sum to re- 
tiro from business. 

Underwriters ut Lloyd's have [just 
mado an example of two of their num- 
ber for one of thoso gambling trans- 
actions which are common enough to 
tho City, but which are too ofton per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed. Two of tho 
brokers who received private informa- 
tion of tho loss of the Windsor Castle 
effected ro-insurances with othor 
brokers at a premium of 5 per cent. 
When the loss of the vessel was post- 
ed, tho circumstance of tho re-insur- 
ance was regarded as suspicious, an 
official enquiry demanded, and on its 
being made the affair ended in the 
two culprits being summarily expelled. 

Tho officers of Customs in London 
have just stopped what was doubtless 
tho commencement of a most nefarious 
trade. They havo seized, under 
powers given them by Victoria 39 and 
•10, sec. 42, cap. 3G, a harmless looking 
fluid which, on anyalsis, proved 
to be nicotine. Tho importation, 
which was from Hamburg, was exceed- 
ingly small in bulk, being about 23 
gills. Its terrible potency may, bow- 
ever, may be imagined from the fact 
that it was the produce of 2,5001bs. of 
tobacco sweepiugs mixed with alcohol. 
Tho presumed intention of the Ham- 
burg cbomist was that it should bo 
used as a ready means of converting 
English early York cabages into tho 
finest havana cigars. 

Lady Muriel Talbot, daughter of the 
Earl of Shrewsbury, who was lately 
married to Lord Helmsley, was given 
ono of tho most boautiful and artistic 
wedding presents over soon. This was 
a dessert service for 18 persons, es- 
pecially manufactured by Minton.each 
plate of which service was painted 
with a well exocuted sketch of the 
Bovoral mansions and ancestral balls 
of tho two families. 

Tho will of tho late Mr. George 
Moore of London was recently prov- 
ed. Tho personal ostate is sworn un- 
der £400,000. Among tho bequests 
aro £20,000 for an orphanage; £6,000 
each to soveral church institutions; £3,- 
000 each to some missions, hospitals, 
and pbilanthropio sociotios; and smal- 
ler sums to a largo number of homes, 
refuges, and bonevolent associations, 
tho charitable bequests alone amount- 
ing to nearly £120,000. 

Not long ago four English ladies, 
Misses Sophia Douglas, Lillia Hamil- 
ton and Mary and Catherine Adams, 
who had gone to Rome for tho winter, 
wuilo driviug down tho Appiau Way 
Bovillo, wero stopped about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon by two masked men 
hidden behind tho tomb of tho Horatil 
and tho Ouriatil. They compelled tho 
ladies to give up their pocket books and 
jewellery and wounded Miss Hamilton 
iu tho hand with a knifo. This natur- 
ally producod much excitement at 
Borne; a reward was offered for the 
brigands, ono of whom was hunted 
down and killed, and tho othor has 
just been sent to prison for twenty 
yoars with hard labour. 

Last year tho English Life-Bont In- 
stitution savod 408 Lives, besides res- 
cuing 18 vessels. It also granted re- 
wards for saving 85 lives by fishing and 
other boats, making a total of 538 lives 
last year mainly through its means. 
Sinco its formation tho society havo 
contributed to the saving of 24,372 
Bhipwrocked persons, for which ser- 
vice* it bll granted 968 gold and sil- 



ver medals, besides pecuniary rewards 
to the amount of £50,020.' Notwith- 
standing tho peril and oxposure in- 
curred by tho crews last year, only ono 
life was lost from tho 250 life boats of 
the society, although about twelve 
thousand men wore out in thorn on all 
occasions during the twolvomonths. 

Tho little garden-house in West- 
minster whcreMilton lived when ho was 
Latin Secretary under tho Common- 
wealth, where ho talked with Crom- 
well, wont blind and began to write 
"Paradise Lost," and where Jeremy 
Bentbam and William Hazlitt lived 
after him, has been torn down aftor 
all. Professor Musson mado a brave 
effort to arouse public interest and to 
save tho old ruin, but failed to accom- 
plish his purpose. 

The ltev. Stopford Brooke, Chaplain 
in Ordinary to Queen Victoria, and 
ono of the most brilliant and powerful 
preachers in London, first became 
known while ho was holding tho 
humble position of English chaplain 
at Berlin. The Princess Boy al heard 
him, and wrote homo such glowing ac- 
counts of his eloquence that his fortune 
was soon assured. Mr. Brooks cannot 
bo described as belonging to any dis- 
tinct theological school orsect. 

A writer iu the London "Times" ur- 
ges tho strengthening of meteorology 
by tho study f ornithology. Long 
experience has taught bim that all 
great atmospheric changes aro sure to 
be preceded by" unwonted appearances 
among birds. When tho late terrible 
gales were approaching he saw largo 
flocks of starlings in a locality where 
they had never appeared beforo, the 
next day wood pigeons, and on the 
next large flocks of wild goeso took 
their flight southward. 

Another London Scandal. — Mr. La- 
bouchero's new English weekly 'Truth' 
publishes, thinly veiled in the disguiso 
of a domestic difficulty among certain 
Diamios in Japan, the particulars of a 
recent scandal in British "high life, 
which rather transcends both the Mor 
daunt caso and the Williams-Joliffe 
case in sbamelessness. Perhaps an 
American journal may be allowed to 
present the truth under a still more 
transparent veil. Tho parties to the 
affair belong to tho tilled aristocracy 
of tho roalm. It seems that tho Earl 

of E , tho head of a well-known 

Whig family, and a man some -17 years 
of ago, eloped two or three months ago 
with Lady P — , tho wife of Lord P — 
who holds a high position of trust in 
tho Queen's household. This was not 
exactly au unprecedented event in 
English society. But Lord P — hav 
ing begun proceeding against tho pair, 
Lady P — has calmly informed her 
spouse that she has in her possession 
a package of letters written by him to 
a certain Mrs. T-~, of Cornwall, which 
rellecls no particular credit upon bis 
own theory and practice of conjuj 
fidelity. In this deadlock it is under- 
stood to have been decided that tho 
best thing all concerned could do 
would be to pass a spongo over the 
past and try to do better hereafter. So 
Lord P — is to take back his truant 
wife and tho Countess of P — is to take 
back her errant husband. It is left in 
some doubt, however, whether Colonol 
T — , the husband of tho lady whoso 
correspondence has served the purpose 
of Lady P — so well, has been consul 
ted in the negotiations. Ho is a mili 
tary person, and Mrs T— is his second 
wife, married by him only six years 
ago. Lord P— is a man just in his 
fortieth year, and Lady P — is not very 
much younger.

The British Steel Flotilla. 



I (From the London News.) 

Tho Bteel flotilla which is now being 
built for the British navy, and which 
is to consist of two ships of extraordi- 
nary swiftness, and six poworful cor- 
vottes, is being rapidly pushed forward 
by the Admiralty. Although of steel, 
none of tho vessels will bo classed as 
armoured men of war, for the metal 
with which thoy aro composed is not so 
much as an inch in thickness, and 
would bo unablo thoreforo to resist 
shot from very heavy guns. Steel, 
however, is found to ho a much great- 
er protection from injury than iron of 
tho same thickness, whether tho shock 
comes from a cannon-ball or torpedo. 
Hence tho Admiralty have done wisoly 
in employing tho former metal for the 
most recent additions to oui navy. Tho 
two steel ships, the Mercury and Iris, 
aro being built in a Government yard 
at Pembroke, and will ba completed 
in a few months time; while tho cor- 
vottos, to bo named respectively Cham- 
pion, Cleopatra, Curacoa, Carysfort, 
Comus, and Conquest, are under con- 
struction by a private firm, Messrs. 
John Eider & Co.. of Glasgow. All 
of them, will bo cased iu wood except 
at the prow, which will consist of a 
singlo gnu-metal casting; thoy will bo 
of the same tonnage and horse-power, 
their measurement being 2,377 tons, 
and thoir engines of 2,300 indicated 
horse power. Though principally de- 
signed for foreign service, theso steel 
corvettes will be quite capable of tak- 
ing an active part iu any naval battle; 
each of them being armed with a coup- 
le of heavy seven-inch guns and a doz- 
en sixty-four pounders. Their power- 
ful engines will moreover pormit them 
to use discretion iu any engagement, 
so that they may either fight or run 
away, which ever thoy choose; while 
the complement of men carried will 
render thorn also of unusual value in 
coast warefare, whero an action has 
sometimes to ho followed up by a land- 
ing party. Their swiftness will bo of 
great service too upon some of our 
foreign stations, whero a naval com- 
mand covers soveral thousands of miles, 
and whero rapidity of movement from 
one port to another is of importance. 
In this respect, tho two larger ships, 
the Iris and Mercury, will surpass even 
the finely-built corvettes. Thoy aro to 
bo flejt-despatch vessels, with a Bpoed 
of not less than twenty miles an hour; 
their size is ample enough for tho tran- 
sport of troops on au emergency; and 
although but lightly armed, their swift- 
ness would always secure them immu- 
nity. Though measuring nearly four 
thousand tons, they will carry nothing 
heavier than 64-poundera, of which 
there will bo ten on board. Their en- 
gines, on the other hand, will bo of ex- 
traordinary power, no less indeed than 
7,000 horse-power indicated, which is 
much greater than any vessel of the 
same size has yet boeu fitted with. Al- 
together, tho new steel fleet will pre- 
sent many striking points of novelty.

BRITAIN'S HIGHWAY TO INDIA. 



Eastern complications havo caused tlio 
Suez Caunl, •which was pooh-poohed by 
Lord Palmerston and vigorously attack- 
ed by the Times when in oourso of con- 
struction, to loom iuto great and Buddon 
importauco; ami Englishmen nro asking 
themselves whether, in the event of Con- 
stantinople falling into Russian hands, 
their highway to India would ho in dan- 
ger. A lively discussion has been going 
on through the English press for Boino 
months upon the effect that the occu- 
pation of Turkey would have upon Brit- 
ish comrnorco with tho East; and the pub- 
lie appears to bo settling down to tho eon 
victiou that so long as Great Britain holds 
tho Suez Caunl she holds tho key to In 
dia. Should this idea become well set iu 
the popular mind, a war with Russia on 
Turkey's behalf would not receive the 
support of tho country. Beyond its com- 
mercial phase the Eastern question pos- 
sesses no feature of interest to English- 
men. In tho time of the Crimean war 
there was no Suez Canal and Great Brit- 
ain naturally grew alarmed at tho pros- 
pect of tho Bussian advance. Now tho 
situation is altogether changed, and should 
tho Mother Country became involved iu 
tho approaching conflict, it willbe merely 
in support of a traditional policy and not 
because she considers that her interests 
would be advanced or her hold on India 
rendered more socuro thereby. As at this 
moment everything Eastern possesses a 
peculiar aud absorbing interest to tho 
world, wo venture to lay before our 
readers a few extracts from a very ablo 
letter on the present condition of the mar- 
vellous waterway through Egypt from tho 
pen of Professor Monior Williams. '"The 
Suez Canal," says Professor Williams, ''is 
destined to change the world's commerce." 
A truth to which, though ignoring it for 
a time, England showed it had speedily 
awakened, when a few years ago by a mas- 
terly stroke of policy it took possession of 
ttie island of Perim, situated in the nar- 
rowest part of tho Straits of B.ibelinuu- 
deb, between the coasts of Arabia aud 
Abyssinia uniting the Bed Sea with tho 
Indian Ocean. A glance at tho map will 
show tho immense strategic importance 
of this island. "Perim," stiystho Profes- 
sor, "and tho Bock of Aden aro now the 
pillars of tho Eastern portal of the Medi- 
terranean, just as the old pillars of Her- 
cules form tho gate of its western en- 
trance. No one who has made the voy- 
age to India and seen Gibraltar, Malta, 
Perim , aud Aden c.iu believe for a mo- 
ment that, with theso strongholds in our 
possession, there is any fear of tho Medi- 
terranean becoming either a French or 
j.i,us:ian lake." 

The following extracts give an interest- 
ing account of tho passage from Port Said 
to Suez: 

"My first passage of tho canal, twelvo 
mouths ago, was made iu the wake of the 
Serapis iu a noble ship of tho Peninsular 
and Oriental Company. My second pas- 
sage was made tuo other day iu a still 
finer ship), of moro than ;J,5(JU tons burthen, 
belonging to the same company. Tho en- 
trance tc the canal at Pott Said is cer- 
tainly not imposing. The adjacent const 
for miles is apparently below the sea 
level, making the approach to the har- 
bour almost impossible except by day- 
light; but a lofty lighthouse, which was 
cleverly constructed by erecting wooden 
moulds one above tho other and tilling 
them with concrete, stands on a pier on 
tho right, and gives out a flashing electric 
light visible at an immense distance. Iu 
half an hour we had paid tho dueB, which 
I believe amounted in our easo to about 
£1,500, and had entered the canal, tho en- 
trance being merely a continuation of the 
harbour, without lock-gates of any kind. 
Here, on the right, there is a narrow 
strip of land covered with sheds, owned 
by the British nation. I was informed 
that wheu the works commenced this 
land was offered to our Gowrnmout for 
£8U0, and was declined. It is said to 
have been recoutly purchased by us for 
£20,000. 

"Although tho course of the canal for 
tho first 3U miles is as straight as an 
arrow, every part of it abounds with in- 
teresting objects. Tho lir.-t thing noticed 
is an immense lagoon stretching for miles 
beyond the right bank, while on tho left 
lies a trackless desert of sand, with hero 
and there patches of what appeared to bo 
wator, but was really nothing but tho 
mirage produced by heated vapour. 
Then there aro the natives on the bank in 
their picturesque costumes, tho sturdy, 
half-nuked Arabs at work in tho water, 
tho strings of camels with their burdens, 
the feluccas in the lagoon with their lateen 
sails, the myriads of water fowl, and in 
the horizon long lines of llamingoes ex- 
tending literally for miles, and standing 
motionless, like regiments of soldiers iu 
white uniforms. But the absorbing sight 
of all is the canal itself. Such expres- 
sions as 'One of tho wonders of the ago.' 
'A triumph of engineering skill,' givo an 
inadequate idea of the magnitude of tho 
work. It must bo seen to be estimated at 
its right value. At, a btation called Kan- 
tars, a read, onco tho great highway be- 
tween Egypt and Palestine, and still a 
highroad between Cairo and Syria — leads 
over the Canal by a kind of Hying bridge. 
A largo caravan from Jerusalem, with 
hundreds of camels und a motley crowd 
of wayworn travellers— men, women, and 



au opinion on tho result achieved by the 
outlay consider that it was cheaply done 
for that sum. About two millions of the 
amount was frooly givou by tho lato Khe- 
dive in money and labour. ' 

Professor Williams submit3 tho follow- 
ing as tho conclusions ho has formed on 
tho only truo solution of the Eastern 
Question, so far, ut least, as England is 
concerned, aud iu connection with tho 
Suez Canal: 

"And yet, after all, notwithstanding 
one's admiration of this groat monument 
of soiontiflo and administrative genius, it 
is singular that tho chief impression it 
leaves on ono'o mind is that of incom- 
pleteness. Tho simple truth I believe to 
bo that before tho Canal can bo pronoun- 
ced really finished the width of tho cen 
tral channel must bo doublod and tho 
banks from ouo end to tho other 
lined with stono. If, when the success of 
tho project was assured, aud bofoio tho 
costly plaDt had boen sold aud tho trained 
labourers dispersed, the principal Euro- 
pean powers had agreed to act in concert, 
ouch contributing its quota of a fow 
millions, a really completo result might 
hnvo boon aobiovod, and tho capital ex- 
pended might havo been blotted out, and 
a Canal of tho right dimensions presented 
to tho commerce of tho world. Now the 
whole plant will havo to bo reconstructed, 
now workmen and labourers trained, and 
tho entire process reorganized at a vnBt 
cost. Novortheless, English enterprise 
and capital can do all that is needed; and 
English enterprise and capital will have 
to do it in tho end. So surely as Russia- 
is setting her faeo steadily toward Con- 
stantinople must England concontrato her 
attention on Egypt, Port Said, and tho 
Suez Caual. Tho day raay bo coming — 
and perhaps must come very soon — when 
no comer of Europe will bo allowed to 
suffer any longer from tho 'impotence' of 
Turkish rule. What then is to hnppen to 
Egypt? England's duty will be plain, 
wo shall have to take tho Khedive in 
hand ourselves, make him an independent 
sovereign, aud peremptorily insist on bis 
governing his countrj well, righteously, 
aud economically. To this end wo must 
help him, not with money, but with men. 
We have a whole band of Indian civilians 
— inou liko Sir George Campbell, Mr. 
Seton Karr, and Mr. Oust— who have 
sorvod their time in India and yet h vu 
plenty of energy left, which they 
are ready to dovote to tho welfare of 
their fellow-creatures. Let them bo 
lent to the Khedive, and simply do in 
Egypt the work they havo dono in India 
as commissioners, collectors, judges, ma- 
gistrate), members of Council, and Lieu- 
tenant-Governors. Tho province adja- 
cent to the Indus commonly called Seind 
has beon significantly s'tyled 'Young 
Egypt.' Old Egypt and 'Young Egypt' 
have cortainly much community of char- 
acter and many points of resomblanco. 
Those who have mado 'Young Egypt' 
prosperous under a strong, righteous, and 
energetic administration are quito com- 
petent to raiso old Egypt oat of tho 
depths of misgovernment into which she 
is fast sinking, and convert lior from a 
poverty-stricken into a rich and thriving 
country."

The Nanaimo Telegraph Line. 

Editok Colonist: — So much has been 
said lately on tho subject of a telegraph 
lino from Victoria to Nauainao, that I beg 
to offer a few remarks on it, and, also, on 
the question of connecting Vancouver Is 
land with the Mainland by moans of a 
cable from Nanaimo to some point out- 
side of Burrard Inlet. 

As your readers are no doubt aware the 
two sections of the Province are connect- 
ed telegraphically by a lino from Malsqui 
near New Westminster, to Laconnor in 
Washington Territory, tbenco by tho 
Western Union Telegraph to Victoria. 
The annual cost of keeping up tho Mats- 
qui-Laconuor section, including repeat- 
ing officers at these places, is about 5-1500 
per annum. By agreement between the 
Western Union Co. aud the British Col- 
umbia Telegraph tho latter has to keep 
tho cables on tho Lacon nor- Victoria sec- 
tion in repair, ia return for which it hns 
tho privilege of transmitting its business 
over that section of the Western Union 
lino free of toll. These cable repairs are 
very costly. The amount expended on 
them was in '73 oi '74 something like 
£13,000; but aB I do not intend to com- 
pare tho costs of tho two cabla routes I 
will not further follow tbis part of tho 
subject. 

The coot of a lino from Victoria to the 
present terminus of tho B. C. Telegraph 
lit Burrard Inlet would bo some where 
near tho following: 
Land line from Victoria to Nunai- 

mo(Mr. Conway's estimate) ... .8 7,550 
Burrard Inlet office to cable out- 
side of Inlet about 10 miles 
say 1,000 



Making cost of land lines § 8,050 

To this must be added the cost of 
tho cable from Nanaimo to Bur- 
rard Inlet, HO miles, at about 
§1000 per mile 30,000 

Making total cost of Dew route. . . .$38,550 
This estimate for cable is for a heavy 
one similar to one laid in tho Gulf of St. 
Lawrence not long ago, If this route 
should be adopted tho annual expenditure 
would be: 

Maintenance of Victoria-Nanaimo 
line, Mr. Conway's estimate. .. .$2,100 

Increased expense of Yalo or somo 
other office near there which 
would bo repeating office instead 
of Matsqui and Laconnor as at 
presont about 750 

Making total of $2,850 

Tho annual cost of the presont route 
is as said before about §1500; add 
to this increase of business caus- 
ed by placing Nunaimo in tho 
telegraphic circuit (say this 
amount merely equals Mr. Con- 
way's estimated expenditure) viz.. 
82i00, giving u total of 8G.G00 

Tbis shows a balance of expendi- 
ture of S3.750 

in favor of tho proposed routo, oxclu- 
sivo of cable repairs. 
I have not touched on tho question of 
cablo repairs, as my knowlodgo on tho 
subject is too limited to permit mo to ofTor 
any opinion on it; but I think I am justi- 
tied in saying that as tho weak spots in a 
cablo aro its shoro ends, tha proposed ca- 
blo of 'M miles in one stretch is much loss 
likely to bo damaged or to get out of or- 
dor than is tho same length of cable out 
up into five or morn sections, to say no- 
thing of tho great difference to a cable's 
life between tho wide- stretch of compara- 
tively smooth water in which tho propoa 
ed cablo would lie and tho rapid tideways 
which aro spanned by tho existing ones. 

Leaving out tha question of cable re- 
pairs Hie saying of 83,750 will p»j m in-

There are many other things 
which tend to make such a change in cho 
routo desirable, chief of which is the 
near approach of tho Canadian Pacific 
Telegraph to our eastern boundury. Tho 
C. P. Telegraph will no doubt soon be 
connected with the already oxistiug line, 
and it would not look well, nor ho at all 
desirable, to leave its western terminus in 
tho hands of a foreign company and to 
pass through foreign territory, 

Tho profits of tho change aro apt to be 
increased by the fact that if wo own the 
lino that we send our messagos over our 
business will ho more promptly forward- 
ed and will naturallj^yicroaso -as increas- 
ed ofliciency iu anything nearly always 
produces a still greator increase of buiti- 
noss or profit.

OUR POIiT.TICA.lj SITUATION. 

Editor Colonist: — Amidst the excite- 
ment of local legislation uud Dominion 
elections it may bo well calmly to review 
our presont position and how it will bo 
affected by the alteration of tho clauses in 
tho Terms of Union with Canada; and 
what effect will probably bo produced at 
Ottawa by the return to tho Dominion 
Parliament of ex-Premier DeCosmos, 
whoso policy our locul Govoinmeut is 
carrying out. 

It is claimed by a largo portion of tha 
electors that themensure lutrudnood hj tho 
local Govornmeut ondaugers tho rights of 
the Province, secured by the Terms of 
Union with tho Dominion. Suspicions 
have been advonced that the proposition 
to puss a measure to alter tho Terms in 
our local Legislature was first instituted 
by and made it tho interest of the Mac- 
kenzie Administration, who on entering 
into power, found themselves bound to 
this Province by a contract, the fulfilment 
of which entailed such taxation upon tho 
Canadian pooplo as would doubtless en- 
danger the popularity of the now Domin- 
ion Ministry. 

Yielding to popular pressure, tho lead- 
er our of local Government has introduced 
what is termed tho suving clause of the 
measure, having for its effect "That tho 
alteration of tho reforred-to olansosby this 
Province shall not be understood by tho 
Dominion Government to affect t'io re- 
maining clauses of tho Terms of Uuion or 
endanger the non-construction ef the 
Pail way." 

Tho clause would appear to shield ns 
from danger; but oven with this precau- 
tion it is contended that danger exists. 
Admitting that it is truly a saving clause 
and that no possible dangor can arise 
while it is conuooted with the measure iu 
question ; and presuming, as wo in self- 
defence are justly entitled to presume, 
that tho incisure to open up tho Terms of 
Uuion in our Local Legislature was in- 
troduced at the instance of the .Mackenzie 
Cabinet, wo may fairly conclude that if 
the measure concocted by them has beon 
so guarded as to secure tho modification 
of their attempt to break up tho Treaty 
of Union, then tho Dominion Govern- 
ment will rofuso to endorse tho measure 
which our Local Legislature may pass. 
If the so-called saving clause is merely sua 
attempt at popular deception and break 
ing of the Terms of Union, then Mr. 
Mackenzie's project bus succeeded and our 
fato as far as the Railroad is eoncornod is 
sealed. We now have a strong position; 
wait till wo have received straightfor- 
ward overtures from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, is our policy. Do not let us 
squander tho Railway project and lasting 
prosperity for tho miserable pittance 
with which we aro approached. In a few 
years the "humiliation" money will bo all 
spent aud we will find ourselves in a 
worso position than we aro now, with our 
Dominion subsidy lessened 845,000, no 
railway, no industries, no hopeB, no 
money and no skilled politicians.

EUROPE. 

London, Fob. U — In tho House of 
Commons this aftornoon tho Under Sec- 
retary for tho Foreign Department, iu 
reply to a question by Sir Charlos Dilko, 
says the Government intends answering 
Princo Gortsohakoff's circular, but tho 
time of answering depends upon tho 
course of events. Tho effect of tho change 
of government at Constantinople aud tho 
result of negotiations between tho Porto 
and Servia aud Montenegro must bo 
awaited. It is also desirable before press- 
ing our views to know thoso of tho other 

powers. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Fob. 1G. — The Electoral 
Commission, in secret session this even- 
ing, by a vote of 8 against 7, adopted tha 
resolutions auhmittod hp Morton, declar- 
ing tho oight Hayes aud Wheeler elector- 
al votes of Louisiana should be counted. 
Tho report embodying this decision will 
bo presented to'.Oongress to-morrow. 

Roar Admiral Davis, in charge of tho 
Observatory, is lying dangerously ill at 
his residence. 

There will bo a caucus "of Domocratic 
members of the House to-morrow morn- 
ing, when they will determine whether 
they will act upon tho Commission re- 
port to-morrow or stay proceedings until 
Monday, tho latter being tho most pro- 
bable There aro no present indications, 
however, that au attempt will bo made to 
defer final action upon the report beyond 
Monday's session. 

The action of tho Commission is the 
subject of universal commont to-night. 
Tho Republicans aro rejoicing, while tho 
Democrats are correspondingly depressed. 
Several Republican members of the Com- 
mission say that tho decision not to go 
behind tho returns of a State settles 
tho Oregon question so far as tho Com- 
mission is concerned, as thoy have no 
doubt Watu waa nlicfible at tli o timo he 
cast his vote in the Electoral College. 



DEFENCE OF THE DANUBE. 



PERSONNEL OP THE TURKISH 
FLEET. 



A special correspondent of the Lon- 
don "Telegraph" writes:— A groat 
d^al has been said about the condition 
of the Turkish Ueot as regards its 'per- 
sonnel.' It ha3 been averred that it is 
undermanned, that the crews are often 
mutinous, that its officers aro ineffi- 
cient, and that it is without coals or 
ammunition. It was my lot while in 
Constantinople to visit thoso ships 
which lay iu tho Bosphorus, and to test 
ail this. Tho result of my inquiries 
was as follows: — On board of each ves- 
sel there was ..bundaoco of tho muni- 
tions of war —they did not want for 
anything. They even hud light field- 
pieces on deck for tho use of the mar- 
ines and landing parties, rifles and re- 
volvers iu plenty; everything that a 
commander could desire. Nor did 
they want for coal — thoy had each 
sufficient fuel on hoard for a long voy- 
age. The men seemed to bo excollent- 
ly drilled and in au admirable stato of 
discipline. Tho officers assured mo 
that they never deserted, and that 
statement has been borne out in a 
striking manner by the fact that a few 
days before he left for Burgos Hobart 
Pasha allowed 5,000 of his men to go on 
stiore for a day, where they enjoyed them- 
selves; and returned every man to his 
poBt. That the ships were not, in 
most casos, so well manned as could 
bo wished, I do not deuy; but at tho 
time I was thero steps were being tak- 
en to remedy thii defect. The difficulty 
arose iu this wise:— On Ihe sea coast 
tho Turks aro not uumerousjtho sailors 
of the Empire aro mostly Christians, 
and, unhappily, the laws which have 
for a long time been in vogue, and tho 
fear of entrusting such magnificent 
ships in the bands of possible traitors, 
have combined to prevent tho Osma- 
nli from recruiting tboir navy from 
the Greeks. Hence a diQiculty has 
been found in obtaining sufficient 
Turks for tho need of tho lleet, anditi 
strength has accordingly been somo- 
what diminished, It has, however, 
been proposed to send drafts of men 
out of tho land forces on board tho 
ships, and this may possibly have 
been done, At any rate, I now hear 
that tho ships and tho crews are in ex- 
cellent condition. 

As a great deal has boon said about 
tho part which the Turkish navy would 
play in the possible event of an at- 
tempt on the part of the Russians to 
cross tho Danube, I may mention that 
on passing from Giurgevo to Widdin, 
u short time since, 1 noticed that tho 
five Turkish gunboats were all close 
by tho spot whore tho main attack 
might be expected. Of courso thoy 
would be rendered useless by a sharp 
frost, which closed the Danube, us 
they would then bo frozen iu, and 
would fall aa easy prey to the Russian 
troops, who would cross in vast num- 
bers and overpower their crows. But, 
supposing the Danube remains free 
from ice, it is difficult to seo how thoy 
could bo prevented from offering a 
vigorous resistance to a Russian inva- 
sion. Their armour plating, thick 
backing — 14 in. of teak — would very 
effectually protect their gunners, whilo 
their heavy weapons would prove most 
destructive to the advancing forces. 
They might possibly be kept away by 
torpedoes, yet that is not likely, for 
tbey draw very little water, aud what 
would be dangerous to them would bo 
equally so to the invaders' barges nud 
boats. It is certain that with their 
aid, in the event of a buttle , the 
Turkish army would be able to make 
a more stubborn resistance than other- 
wise. Bo this as it may, the fight 
would be a very dangerous ono for 
the troops who, in the faoo of 12-ton 
guns, tried to cross a wide rivor and 
alitaok a resolute enemy. On the 



other band, tho Turkish navy wo i d 
have a very important task on'the two 
sides of tho peninsula upon which Con- 
stantinople stands, which is being 
fortified in order to resist a possibly 
victorious foe at the last. Ships of war 
would bavo to be on the Black Sea and 
tho Sea of Marmora coasts bringing up 
supplies and guarding the Hanks of the 
defending ormy ; and it is even pro- 
posed that a number of barges should 
be launched upon tho Dorks Lake.each 
carrying one or two heavy guns in 
which case au attacking foreo would bo 
exposed to a very heavy raking flank 
fire. With regard to tho passage of 
the Bosphorus itself, enough has been 
already said as to tho impossibility of 
any Russian ships forcing tho narrow 
sea which separates Staiuboul from 
Asia; and lately the Ottoman officials 
havo been making a series of torpedo 
experiments with a view to supplement 
tho resisting power which their ileet 
and batteries combine to give them.
